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USDA Memo SP 22-2021, CACFP 17-2021 and SFSP 10-2021: Questions and Answers for 

Child Nutrition Program Operations in School Year 2021-2022, Q&A #2 

USDA Memo SP 22-2021, CACFP 17-2021 and SFSP 10-2021 includes questions and answers intended 

to provide clarification to state agencies and program operators as they operate the child nutrition 

programs, including the National School Lunch Program (NSLP), School Breakfast Program, NSLP 

Seamless Summer Option and Child and Adult Care Food Program (CACFP), during school year 2021-

2022. 

 

Note: Regarding question #20, the USDA has provided additional guidance that in order to continue 
meal service for quarantined students who attend a school that remains open, the district will need to 
operate Seamless Summer Option (SSO) sites. Those SSO sites can be either open or closed enrolled. 
The applicable national waivers include non-congregate meals, mealtime restrictions, and might also 
include parent/guardian pick-up. 
 

 

USDA Memo SP 01-2022 and CACFP 01-2022: Questions and Answers for Child 

Nutrition Programs Emergency Procurement Due to Supply Chain Disruptions 

USDA Memo SP 01-2022 and CACFP 01-2022 provides clarification on questions related to Child 

Nutrition Programs use of emergency procurements due to supply chain disruptions caused by 

COVID-19 and details further instructions and administrative procedures for utilizing the 

noncompetitive procurement method in 2 CFR 200.320(c). The guidance applies to the National 

School Lunch Program, School Breakfast Program, and Child and Adult Care Food Program. The 

memo is available on the CSDE’s Operational Memoranda for School Nutrition Programs webpage. 

 

 

Congressional Flexibility Extended through December 3, 2021: Low-Fat (1%) Flavored 

Milk in the National School Lunch program (NSLP) and School Breakfast Program 

(SBP) and Ban on Purchase of Raw or Processed Poultry Products Imported from China 

In Section 789 of Division A of the Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2021, Congress provided that 

none of the funds made available by the Appropriations Act or any other act may be used to restrict 

the offering of low-fat (1% fat) flavored milk in the NSLP and SBP as long as such milk is not 

inconsistent with the most recent Dietary Guidelines. Due to recent Congressional action, this 

flexibility allowing low-fat flavored milk in the NSLP and SBP is now effective through December 3, 

2021. This provides additional flexibility in planning school breakfast and lunch menus but does not 

require schools to make any menu changes. 

 

Congress also provided that funds made available by the Appropriations Act cannot be used to procure 

raw or processed poultry products imported into the United States from the People’s Republic of 

China for use in the child nutrition programs. This prohibition is also extended through December 

3, 2021.

While the expiration date for these provisions is listed as September 30, 2021 in the memo, they 

have both been extended to December 3, 2021. USDA will provide additional guidance if these 

provisions are further extended. As stated in the memo, flexibility related to paid lunch equity and 

serving potatoes and other starchy vegetables in the SBP remains in effect through school year 2021-

2022. 

 

 

Updated NSLP and SBP Meal Patterns for Grades K-12 to Reflect the Flexibilities of the 

Consolidated Appropriations Act for School Year 2021-22 

The 2021-22 NSLP and SBP meal patterns for grades K-12 have been updated to reflect the flexibilities 

of the Consolidated Appropriations Act 2021 noted above. The revised meal patterns are dated 

October 2021 and are available in the “Documents/Forms” section of the CSDE’s Meal Patterns for 

Grades K-12 in School Nutrition Programs webpage. Please discard any earlier versions and replace 

with the October 2021 versions. 

 

 

USDA Foods Update on the DoD Program 

As of October 13, 2021, HPC subcontracted with a delivery company in New York (Fischer Foods) to 

make some deliveries in the southwestern part of the state. As a result, deliveries should resume 

normally for those Recipient Agencies (RAs).   

 

The Connecticut Food Distribution Program (FDP) currently participates in the Unprocessed Fruit 

and Vegetable Produce Pilot. The USDA has agreed to conditionally increase the number of RAs 

participating in that pilot.  

 

Fresh Point is the largest approved vendor for the Produce Pilot. RAs that already have Fresh Point as 

their commercial vendor, and were under a 25% threshold for receiving DoD deliveries for the July-

September quarter, were contacted and given the opportunity to move DoD allocated funds from HPC 

to Fresh Point. Since Fresh Point is focusing on best serving their current customers, this option was 

not available for RAs not under contract with Fresh Point.  

 

These two changes should allow HPC to make more frequent deliveries to the remaining RAs. Please 

continue to contact the FDP staff regarding any issues with receiving DoD Deliveries. Alternative 

Direct Delivery or Processing options for utilizing unused DoD entitlement may be possible.  

 

The FDP staff is committed to continue supporting all districts in the best way possible. Please feel

DoD Receipting Update 

We know that deliveries have been very unpredictable this year. Please keep the following in mind if 

your delivery is rescheduled: 

 

1. Any deliveries not received should be receipted in FFAVORS as “not delivered.” 

2. If you receipt a delivery as “not delivered” and you get the same delivery within the next week, 

you must go back into FFAVORS to edit the receipt and resubmit it. 

3. If you receipted a delivery as “not delivered” and got the same delivery and did not change it 

within one week, the Defense Logistics Agency (DLA) will need to manually change the receipt 

for you. 

4. As always, if you receive produce that is not acceptable and you reject the delivery, you must 

note it on the invoice, and adjust the receipt as appropriate. 

5. If you find damaged or expired product after the truck leaves, you must contact HPC first so 

they can make their adjustment, then go into FFAVORS and adjust the receipt as appropriate.
